‘Every now and then it comes to the notice of the Medical 
Secretary that there are still some members of the pro- 
fession who have not realized that, speaking generally, 
there is room for doubt about the desirability of any 
medical appointment advertised in a lay newspaper only. 
There are, of course, some appointments which it is the 
intention to fill from the local profession alone to which 
this rule does not apply; but in a large number of cases 
medical advertisements which appear on in lay newspapers 
have either not been offered to the medica! journals because 
it is known or suspected that they would not be accepted, or 
they have been so offered and rejected. Members of the 
profession are strongly advised before ajplying for any 
appointment which they see advertised in a lay paper and 
which is not in one of the medical journals, to write to the 
Medical Secretary for advice.

“ Borderline *’ Preparations in Insurance Prescribing. 

Sir,—I should like to give my experience in connexion with 
so-called ‘‘ borderline’ preparations. All insurance practi- 
tioners are aware that there are certain preparations whieh they 
may not prescribe without incurring the risk of being charged 
with the cost. Many proprietary articles contain a drug in 
combination with some other ingredient of the nature of a food, 
and the cost is sometimes as much as four times that of a 
pharmacopoeial preparation with exactly the same therapeutic 
action. In most of the formularies with prescriptions issued 
by various Panel Committees there is a list of proprietary 
preparations and their equivalent in the Pharmacopocia. In 
this area we have taken considerable trouble to induce 
economical prescribing, and we have lowered our average from 
over 9d. to 8.4d. per prescription. We found, for example, that 
certain of our colleagues were actually ordering as much as 
two pounds of ‘‘ jecomalt ’’ at once, costing 8s. ! 

Further, there are many practitioners who, until their atten- 
tion is drawn to the matter, take very little care over their 
prescribing. We have therefore issued a list of preparations 
that the Panel Committee considers should, if possible, be 
avoided. We then had a letter from the pricing bureau pointing 
out that difficulties would arise unless some general agreement 
were reached as to what to allow and what to disallow. My 
cemmittee drew up a list and sent it round to ail the eleven 
Panel Committees in the area of our pricing office, asking them 
if they agreed to it or if they suggested any modification. 

The result is interesting. Out of the eleven committees four 
tcok no notice whatever. Of the seven who replied one only 
was in agreement with us; one disagreed; two decided to take 
no action; one sent an acknowledgement only; and the twe 
others stated that they went by the B.M.A. list, and the B.P. 
and B.P.C, This appears to me to be rather hopeless, and very 
disheartening. The setting up of a committee by the Ministry 
to consider the question may settle the matter, but it is un- 
fortunate that the twelve Pauel Committees could not make 
a more decided effort to settle the matter themselves. It does 
not say much for medical unity.—I am, etc.,

GATESHEAD LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEE.

January Ist, to obtain statistics by the periodical inspection 
and extraction of data from practitioners’ medical records, the 
a pine 3 in connexion therewith to be limited to £15 15s. 

t was also decided to circulate to practitioners the views of the 
Insurance Acts Committee with regard to signing statements of 
explanations given at interviews with the regional medical officer 
on the subject of prescribing, as indicated in a communication 
received from the Insurance Acts Commiitee. In reply to a letter 
from the Insurance Commiitee on the ordering by a practitioner 
of eye-droppers for use with medicaments not intended for the 
eyes, it was decided to inform the Committee that in the opinion 
of the Panel Committee it was legitimate for eye-droppers to be 
used for instilling medicaments into the ear. It was also resolved 
to inform the Insurance Acts Committee that quinine and urethane 
and similar preparations in ampoules should be included in the 
list of drugs appended to Part II of the Distribution Scheme, 
and to urge the Committee to obiain the consent of the Minister 
of Health to this course. 

Prescribing data showed the average total cost per prescription 
for September and October, 1928, to be 7.9d., as compared with 
8.ld. for the pricing area,
